He 
had, ten years fftfore, avowed his synijialhy 
with the nuacent spirit of independence 
tho American people. Lord Russell, 
the >vritcr in tho Times goes on to say, ■^viis 
Bimilarly outspoken in regard to the rights 
of the ICnglish people when the Reform bill 
was under disouasion, iu lS.'i2, and others 
supported his ultra attitude. The author 
of the Times letter shows beyond doubt 
that if Lord Salisbury has erred ho has fol- 
lowed illuatriouB examples in doing so.

TffM NEW MimSTEJ!. 

Col. the Hon. Jaa. Ralcor is now Minister 
of Education and Immigration. He goes im- 
mediiitely to East Kootemiy to obtain tlie 
sunotion of tho electors of that district to 
his uppointineut. Wo believe tliat lie will 
be returned without opposition. The 
•oleotora know that it will be difficult to get 
a man in tho Province who will do more for 
them in tho Government and in tho Lcgis- 
lattu-e, and represent tliein more fitly, llian 
Col. ]5akcr. 

In the matter of providing tluit import- 
ant section of the province with the rail- 
road accommodation which is absolutely 
necessary for its development and progress 
Coi. Baker ia an enlluisiast. lie believes 
that Kootenay slionld have railway commu- 
nication witb the south as well as llie ea-t, 
the west and tlie north. Ho con- 
tends that British Columbia in gen- 
eral, and Kootenay in particular, should 
have all the advantages as regards the con- 
•atruction and the direction of railways that 
are posses.sed by any part of llie Dondnion 
of Canada. He will not, if bo can hulp it, 
have its trade restricted or hampered in 
any way. Col. Baker has done a great deal 
in the past to obtain railway communica- 
tion for Kootenay, and as a member of tbt; 
Government, be will be in a position to do 
more than he could as an independent mem- 
ber of the House. And tbe Colonel bas 
uot only tho will to servo tbe 
/people of the district he represents ; he lias 
.-also the ability. Tho electors would there- 
fore do well to strengthen his bands, and to 
place him in a position in which he can 
. serve them most tITectively. 

It is well known that f'nl. Baker is a 
■man of liberal miud and wide syniijatliies. 
He knows what hardships the new settler 
and the miner have to endure and 
to overcome, and ho has alivays 
been ready to give his support to law.i 
w bicli weic intended to ameliorate llieir con- 
dition aud to IcSHcn tlieir diliicuUits. Ife 
is an advocate forfair play and equal rights, 
aud all classes are, wo are sure, safe in plac- 
ing their interests in his hands. The elec- 
tors of Kootenay have confidence in Colonel 
Biker, and they will, no doubt, in a very 
short time be represented in tho Govern- 
ment Ijy tlie Minister of Education and 
Innnigration. 

A SUaOESTION. 

We do not see that tlierc is mucli use in 
co.nplaining of tbe ndscbicf done by tbe 
tu'.;s and barges at tbe late regatta, dy- 
ing over spilt milk is allowed lo be a very 
unprofitable business. Tho best thing that 
those who are interested in keeping up Vic- 
toria's annual fete can ilo in to nee bow the j 
mischief can be prevented in the future. W'e 
must confess that we do not see how barges 
carrying passengers Ciin be proviinted going 
up the Arm as far as it is navigable, on the 
afternoon of the regatta. The public wont 
to see all that is to bo seen, and even if 
under the law the course can be kept clear, 
wo (jucstion very much if it can be done by 
tlie most severe and determined of oliicials. 
lint it seems to us that it is (luite possible 
to have a clear course, and for many pur- 
poses a better one than that now used, 
without having rocourso tn legal restriction, 
without spoiling anyone's pleasure and with- 
out interfering with any one's profits. It is 
simply to have the course above tho Gorge. 
Neither tugs nor barges can get above 
tho bridge. 

If the course is made as we 
'Suggest, the oarsmen will be clear of ono 
and the chief sourco of annoyance, Lind, 
too, on which to erect stands and for the 
purpose of aeconmiodating tlie thousands of 
3pectal<irs, can bo had more easily and 
more cheaply above than below the Gorge, 
it ia said that there are shallowa in that 
part of tho Arm, hut it would not, we 
think, take a great deal to moke a channel 
deep enough and wide enough for racing 
■purposes.

HASRISON'S NOMINATION. 

As tho time for tbe meeting of the Minne- 
apolis Convention approaches the uncer- 
tainty of tho nomination of .Mr. Harri-son 
increases. It turns out that the I'rebideiit 
bas many more eu' iniea in tho Republican 
party than was expected, and it- is abund- 
antly evident that ho bos few or rather no 
enthuaiastio friends. Mr. Harrison is not, 
in fact, at all popular'-with the men of his 
own party. He is selected as a candidate 
because there is no other man available, not 
Ijecauso he is considered the beat man. 

Tho talk of nominating Blaine is revived. 
It is said that he will be nominated whether 
he consents or not. His friends, who arc 
enthuaiastio onouRh, say that they will put 
him in nomination and tako the risk of his 
refusing to run. The parly bosses in the 
Hast, (Juay and Piatt, are said to bestron^dy 
opjio.sed to Mr. Harrison's rcnomination. 
Tbcy are, it is reported, working eiiergeli- 
cally against him, and their inSuonce is, 
under the oiroumstancea, very great. Har- 
rison niust have tbe supjiort of the .Stales of 
.\ew York and IVniisylvaiiia, aud this hu 
can hardly have if Piatt and (iuay are in- 
triguing to have him rejected »t the con- 
vention. 

It is however hardly safe to believe what 
is said about the internal working of okher 

])arty in the United States. For ways that 
arc dark, and for tricks that arc vain, thu 
Americau professional politician is peculiar. 
There ia hardly anything that he will not 
say or do in order to gain an advantage or 
what appears to bo an advantage, for the 
candidate whom he favors. If inventing 
"roorbacks" about lilaino, or circulating 
lit'3 re~p''ciing liarrisim's sayings and 
doings sui'.s their purpose, tliey will till 
tiic newspapers with their fabrications, and 
they will glory in the success of their 
rascally devices. There are, of course, 
honest and patriotic politicians in tbe States 
but tho methods of the "bosses" and the 
"heelers," have made the word "poll- 
ticiui" a term of reproach in many parts of 
tho Union, and with many good people. It 
is on account of the unreliability of cam- 
paign stories that many people hesitate to 
believe what they hear about Blaine's re- 
entrance into the field of active politics, and 
about the uncertainty of Mr. Harrison's 
nomination. 



EA STERN EXTRA VAOANGE. 

<,>ueljco lias been living beyond its means, 
and tbe jirudent men who have lately taken 
eliarue of its affairs are trying to linil out 
wluit are the extent of its liabilities and 
how they are going to get the Province oat 
of its difficulties. The task thoy have un- 
dertaken is a very hard ono. They cannot 
wind up the Province's aHUirs and go inlo 
bankruptcy. They must run its Govorn- 
nient and do their best to maintain its 
credit. 

The Mercier Government spent every 
dollar tliey could lay their hands on. They 
expended every cent of tbe ordinary rc- 
v;,.i.e; they made use of trust funds tbat 
bad been placed in their hands ; lliey l^oi- 
rowed until the credit of tbe I'lovinee was 
strained, and they ran fearfully in debt in 
other ways. 

The career of the Mercier Government 
was the career of an unscrupulous and a 
reckless spendthrift. Unhappily, tlieir pre- 
decessors bad not been ecoiiomicul. 'ITu y 
liad spent inouej' lavislily, and had run 
the I'rovince deeply in debt,, and it 
was partly to effect a reform in 
public expenditure, that .Mercier v/us 
elevated to power. l!ut when tliey once 
got the keys of the Treasury in tlieir jiot- 
scssion, tliey fairly distanced idl former 
governiiu'iits in e.x 'ravagancc. I'hey were 
in power less than fivo years, aud in that 
short time they increased the net debt of 
tlio province over twelve millions of 
dollars. 

In 1887 when Mercier took tho reins of 

power, the lialiilities of tlie piovincc were 
l-b'(,117, and the assets wore ei tioiatcd 
at .■?ll),7.') t,'J.S0. This left a net debt of 
SI 1 ,.'IS'.), 107. Such a debt, considering tho 
resources of the province aud the tax- 
paying power of its inhabitants, was a very 
heavy one, indeed. The people complained 
of it, and intelligent men could not see 
very well how the liiiances of the pi'oviiiee 
could Ijc brought into a healthy eoiidition, 
l!ut the Mercieriles had no notion of iu- 
auguratiijg an era of rotrcnclinient and 
economy. Tho commenced by increasing 
tho public expenditure in various ways. 
Tliey went on at such a rate, tliat tlie Hon. 
.Mr. Hall, the Provincial Trciisu rer, est i- 
mates that on tbe liDtli of .1 une next, the 
public liabilities will be .■?;!."•.,« I!);.','!0. Tlie 
assets are calculated to bo .511,501,191, 
leaving tbe net debt $24,288,038. Tbe £act 
that from July I, 1891, up to Deeembbr 17 
of tho same year, when tho Mercier Gov- 
ernment was dismissed, tho excess of expen- 
diture over receipts aniounted to §1, l'_'l),.'55.T, 
shows at what a pace Mr, >rercier ami his 
erow were going. " Tho province will, on 
the 1st of July next," the Witness says, 
"according to the calculation of the Treas- 
urer, have a lloating debt of S;S,,"):!0,07S, of 
wliicb .?.'!, .")."!0,n78 is an actual cash deficit." 
Mercier, instead of lessening tho annual ex- 
penditure as he had pron.ised, added 
tJ.'iOO.OUO to the fixed iinnuul charges of the 
province. 

The present Government, let It m*ko 
what retrenchment it can, and let it bo as 
economical as possible, will not bo able to 
make the expenditure balance tho assets. 
Mr, Hall calculates that after all ia done 



that he can do in the way of cutting down 
expenditure, there will bo an annual deficit 
of 000,000. The Gazette considers that 
the deficit will be greater than this. It ob- 
serves : 

"Tho Treasurer says he can get along 
with new taxation at tho rato of a million a 
vcar. If he docs, be must have some idea 
iiot fully evplaineil in bis budget speech. 
His figures as understood show that with 
only a uiillion added to bis receipts ho will, 
to iiieet all Iiis engagements, have to borrow 
at least aiiolber million either on lionds or in 
tho shape of temporary loans. And this pro- 
cess will have to bo repeated to some extent 
j'early till the obligations on account of rail- 
way auli.'ddies are discharged. Thia v/ill be 
a .'jonuiwhat dillicult task." 

Wo should think so. A steru uliuao is a 
long ouo, and the Quebec Qovernraent -will 
find that they will have to proceed with 
very great caution and not .spend a single 
dollar umiecesaai ily if they desire to get t!ie 
tinaiiees of the province of Quebec into a 
healthy condition once more. Mercler's 
spendthrift government did more mischief 
in five years than can be repaid in three 
times that period by tho most prudent and 
economical of administrations. 



.LV EASTERN POTENTATE. 

The Emperor of Japan is u high and 
iniglity potentate, lie possesses an imniensu 
atcek of dignity, and he evidently looks up- 
on the common people as if they were made 
to siug his praises and magnify his power. 
The Emperor, when ho opena Parliament, 
deigns to address tho nobles and the repre- 
sentatives of the people. Hut tliis he does 
iu the luiughty way that beccnnes a sovereign 
wlio rules by divine right, lie does not 
suggest or advise, or request; he ooiiimands. 
Here ia the speech, with which he opened 
Parliament, on tho Cth ot tho present 
mouth : 

"W'e liereliy announco to tho iiiembers of 
the HouEc of I'eers and of the House of Ko- 
])resentatives, that Wo personally conduct 
the ceremony of o))ening the Diet. The 
lUidget for the liltb fiscal year of Meiji lias 
been appropriated for the "."itli year, to 
which end iiistriictiona have been given to 
the .Minister of .State, and We liereby suliuit 
to tlie Idijet an urgent su|)plemeiitary Hud- 
get and necessary projects of law. 

" We consider that works of general im- 
piovomeiit have bearing upon the prosperity 
of the country, and We desire tliat you 
members shall carefully and fully discharge 
tbe responsibility of your position." , 

Tho Peers replied to this Speech from the 
Throne as became the humble and sub- 
missive subjects cf a mighty monarch. They 
said : 

"May it please Your Majesty : We, your 
loyal an! faithful servants, ineniliors of the 

House of Peers, most humbly address ^'our 
August ami I'ailigbtened Majesty. Vour 
Majesty h;is condescended to cJilduct tliti 
opening ceremonies of tlio pieseiiL ae.ssion of 
the Diet ill person, ami bus been graciously 
pleiis'.'d to ulter words of Ijciievolence to us. 
We, Your Majesty's servants, humbly as- 
sure Your Majesty llmt we shall respect- 
fully obey Your Maji.'sty's will, ui.d shall 
make tbe jirosperity of the state our object. 
W'e shall carefully deliatc all (|iiealions in 
accordance witli tbe Imperial Ooustitution, 
aL-d humbly pray that we may be permitted 
to give our views for Your Majesty's con- 
sideration." \ 

It would be interesting to know how 
much of this address, in reply, was tho lan- 
guage of ceremony and official compliment, 
anil how far it indicated the spirit in which 
the House of Peers received tho commands 
of the sovei eigii. 

The reply of His Majesty's faithful Com- 
mons, was, if possible, more sycophantic 
than that of the Peers. The representatives 
of the people appeared to be filled with 
gratitude and delight thatHisHIgh Mighti- 
ness had condescended to notice them, and 
deigned to give them his commands in per- 
son. They said : 

" May it please Your Majesty. — We, 
Your loyal and faithful servants, members 
of the House ot Representatives, most 
respectfully adilress Your Majesty. We 
beL; !o expre!-3 our gratitude to Your Ma- 
joy f(ii baviuu honored us with Your 
;uc si iiee, and opening the present session of 
tlh: Impi.i ial Diet, and for condescending to 
allow us, ^'ollr Majesty's servants, to ap- 
proach tile Throne and bo honored by Your 
Majesty's griicious speecli. We, Vour 
-Majesty's servants, humbly assure Vour 
Maji'Sty that W(! will respectfully obey 
'^'our Majisty'.s \i ill, and shall seek to dis- 
charge our legislative res[)oiisil)ilitie.s, t here- 
by showing our sense of Your .M.ijesty's 
great benevoleiiue and justify tbe tru-it jiut 
in us by the nation. Thus res]iectfully do 
we venture to present our reply.'' 

If the actions of the .Japanese P.u liamenl 
correspond with its words, it is a jiei feetly 
usoloss body in the State. It exists only to 
c:irry ont the wishes of the Emperor and to 
obey his commands. The words used in 
both tho Speech and the replies may, how- 
over, bo perfectly meaningleas. We know 
liow little real uignilicmice there is in our 
own .State f.u'ms and ceremonies, and the 
courtly luiguag ; of the subjeeLa of the 
tjapanese Emperor may he even less sincere.

The foUowiuf! hiogra])hicaI sketch will bo 
read with interest : Lieut. -t.'ol. tho Hon.

uo.is of the story whicli reached hero on the 
Danube, on Friday, to the cfl'ect that Rev. 
.Sheldnu ,Jackaon, 1). 1). , had been killed by 
the Indiana. Capt. Hunter said that he 
had heard i:othing about the alleged mur- 
der, and that certainly when ho loft Sitku, 
on the 2l8t ihst., there bad been no word 
there of such an ooourronce. The Alaska 
newspapers have had nothing of tho sup- 
posed murder either, and none of the pas- 
sengers had heard of it. The woll•kno^vn 
Alaskan pilot, Mr. W. E. George, also call- 
ed at tho Colonist ollioe, yesterday, to aay 
that, notwithstanding the story brought 
down on the Danube, it can 
scarcely he true. Mr. George said : 
" I)r. Jackson is not a resident missionary 
in Alaska, but is tho U. S. Govenimeul 
Superintendent of Education for that terri- 
tory, with headquarters at Woshiuglon, 
D.t'. , where his family reside.

She brought down '2-t passengers, aevou of 
them for this city. Capt. Hunt-er reports 
the wenther up north as being very cold at 
present and anything Imt pleasant for tour- 
ists. When the Mexico left Sitka on the 
2Ist, the U. S. aruisera Adama and Mohican 
were in port, and were to Bail for Behring 
Sea on the 'JiJnd and 23rd respectively. 'l"he 
U. S. Collier Al-Ui was iilso at that point, 
discliargiug cm-go. The trip down was 
soir.ow'iKvt rouyh, with high winds all the 

Ainoiii^Bl the pas.^engera wu-s bapt. Dun- 
can of the Trcuhvell iiiiiie, who ia i-u route 
to roftlinid for n.auluneiy to work a ni:w 
mine lip tliere.

by the Mexico, the following iiewa ia 
gleaeiid : 

Advices from \Vestorn Al.ibka say tlie 
past winter haa been ii moat sevoie one, and 
will probably be remembered in hi-Htory as 
the winter of the great snow, the fall ha'-ing 
been very nuich heavier than waa ever 
known before. 

The salmon fishermen and canncra have 
not been doing anything of any account 
this year so far, and in fact the c.itch can- 
not be said to have commenced. The 
season, however, ia expected to be a 
good one. 

At Sitka the sprinf; ia opeahig up very 
nicely, and the weather has been so good as 
to induce some of the more venturesome to 
begin work in their gardena. 

The Baranoff Packing Company's tug 
Baranofif, Capt. Gasslander, iias arrived 
from the cannery, at Red Fish hay, and the 
captain reported that the schooner Ameri- 
can Girl had arrived at the cannery site. 
The Ami ricun Olrl brought up the working 
force and supplica for the season's pack, 
from San L'ranciaco. Capt. L. W. Smith,, 
the manager of the cannery, caii.o up on 
the Topelcu us far as Wrangel, and then 
took the BiirunolV to lied Fish bay. All the 
canneries in south-east Alaska will bo in 
operation this summer, except the Poiiidex- 
ter cannery, at Chilcat, and the Loring 
establiahmont. The great reduction in this 
season's pack -will be effected to the west- 
ward. 

Messrs. J. E. McGrath :ujd J. 11. Turner, 
will he engaged, this summer, in the region 
of Mount St. IClias, taking obaervatioua for 
time and latitude. To obtain correct long- 
itude, stations will be established at Ta- 
coma, Sitka and Yakutat. The party, con- 
sisting ot the two aforementioned gentle- 
men, two recorders and eight men, have 
embarked on the Hassler, which vessel will 
make a survey of the Bay of Yakutat. The 
work of the land p irty ia in connection with 
the survey of the Canadian and United 
States boundary, between Hritiah Colund)ia 
and Alaska, and will also determine the 
geographical position and height of Mount 
St. Eliaa. Messrs. McGrath and Turner 
■were, respectively, the chiefs of the two 
surveying parties which completed the iu- 
' terior Burveya on the principal rivers in 
Central and K. K. Alaska, in connection 
with the international boundary, upon which 
work thoy were engaged from July, 1889, 
to Septombor, 1891. 

Fred. Funston, botanical collector for 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, is on 
the Haasler with the McGrath and Turner 
parties. He will collect specimens about 
Yakutat l>ay and will work westward to- 
ward Mount St. KVuxs as far as practictble.

— Much has been 
said [\bout the minora! prospects of the 
North Thompson river, but half has not yet 



been told. Mineral has boon for a long 
time known to exist in the regions, but it 
is only latterly that any development work 
bus been done on any of the claims, and 
they are found more than satisfactory. 

Mr. Bellamy, an expert miner, began 
work tome time ago ma what is known as 
tho Lone Prospector; the surficn lead was 
18 inches, and after drifting 10 foet in had 
incrnosud to .')!) inches. An assay was made 
of tho ore at this depth by tho Pi'iee Co., of

.1(1 to 71 per cent, lead to the ton. Since 
time a shaft has been sunk which is 
n.jA- dosvn to a depth of 10 feet, and accord- 
in.; to the report brought down by Mr. 
SVeutworth Wood.s, the vein has widened 
considerably, laying bare richer mineral 
with bettftr and surer indiealion.i of rich 
pay. The work on this nuiio will be 
pu.sheil forward find the mine thoroughly 
devolopod. In the iniiiiediatc neighbor- 
hood seven claims have been taken up, aiul 
work will this summer bo pushed forward 
ou them. 

In tho Ironclad claim a. very largo body 
of ore has been brought lo light, but it 
does nob contain the traces of iron that arc 
found in tho Lono Prospector, hence will 
probably not flux ho freely. 

These elainiH are on the cast bank of tho

The work on tho (Hon iron mine at 
Cherry creek on Savonas lake is progressing 
favorably, and on tho op|)o!)ito .side rich 
leads of iron aud copper havo also beon dis- 
covered, BO that it is only a ([iieatiou of a 
very short time ore Biiielting works of largo 
capacity will be erected in K.amloopB,and it

Ho brought with him a 
grand scheme, and a public meeting was 
called that he might unfold it.

" Why hain't wo got wives and homes?"

I ought to say that "The Gray Mare," at 
the Lyceum theater, has proved to be a 
Kood comedy and a genuine success.

"The Cray Mare" was 
virtually a failure in London. I'erhaps, 
however, iiublic taste li;is not ;is much to 
do with the matter as man.agemeiit. Here 
the piece is superbly played. In London it 
could not h.ave been, nr its merits must 
li;ive become iippa. eiit, unless, indeed, Lon- 
don h.as become so Harris'd ius to be unable 
to tell a good play when it has it. 

With Daly's coiiipuuy gone and Palmer's 
fooling with opera and Proctor's given 
over to gunpowder, tho Lyceum is the only 
comedy house left. 

Mr. Franlclin Sargant has issued his 
prospectus for the btdependent theater. 
He proposes to give monthly performances 
after next November of original plays, 
which shall not depend for their accep- 
tance upon the loud majority. There is a 
good deal of quiet interest felt in the ven- 
ture by literary peo|)le and connois.scurs. 
I don't think the public cares a Canadian 
penny for the scheme. It may result in 
those fellows who have something to .say 
getting a chance to say it, Mr. .Sargant is 
a man of e.xtraordiii.ary artistic rectitude, 
leaning perbajis a little to the past in the 
tlirection of Greece, but he hius iLssoci.atcd 
with him some livo executive man, and I 
shouldn't wonder if the Independent 
theater struck the mood of the intellectual 
minority with suilicient force to be a fad 
next winter.

. ! Thie matter of that §26 paid by Chsirles 
Flesh to ; Coroner Morrison, after the in- 
quest on Friday, and afterwards refunded 
and receipted for late ut night, was the 

talk of tho town yesterday. 

" It ought to be looked into," was the 
opinion expressed by many, and " no doubt 
it will be " was tho confident reply of those 
to whom the opinion was addressed. 

Coroner Morrison was called upon durini,' 
tho day by a couple of Coi.oni.st reporters, 
who wanted a little further information in 
regard to the transaction. " You can't be- 
lievo all that man Flesh S'lys," explained the 
Doctor, "I never said the papers were going 
to make a "stink" about the uffair. That's 
a word I never used, and tho police oHicer 
wdio went with me to Flesh's house canijbear 
me out in this. When 1 took tlio money 
lip to Flesh'.s house, I simply told him ho 
had better sign tlie receipt, ami I tosseil 
the money on the tahle, 1 never 
rcc'dved tlic money from Flc-.h; I got 
it from the Chief of Police, insteiid of get- 
ting tho usual voucher for payment from 
the city. I never asked Flesh to pay the 
money, ho vohiiiteered it, and ho should 
have borne the exiienses of the iiiijuest. 
The child was no doubt his, although tho 
evidence at the inipicst didn't show it. 
Didn't ho come forward and acknowledge 
it, and didn't ho pay for its burial yes- 
terday ?" 

" 'J'lion why did you return the money ?" 
was HEkod. 

" Well, the Chief said it would bo better 
to; ho wrote out tho receipt, and it was in 
his name. You can get a copy of it from 
him if you liko. I didn't have anything to 
do with the cuao at all; it wouldn't make 
any diU'erenoo to me who paid tho money. 
1 would get my feo anyway. The only 
illegality there may bo about it was that 
the money was not paid in to the city 
treasurer." 

" Do you think if there should bo an on- 
fpiiry into tho matter thiit you could justify 
yourself for taking the money at all, even if 
it was Flesh's child?'' 

" I didn't take tho money from Flesh ; I 
got it from tho Chief of Police. What 
should there be any ent^uiry for?" 

" But if there should he, could you justify 
your acceptance of tho money, do you 
think ?" 

"I don't wish to answer that question," 
und, as the reporters rose to leave : " You'd 
bettor go and talk to tho Chief of Police, 
lie's the man to talk to. And, see here, . 
don't you put anything more in the paper 
about this. I wou't have it." 

Chief Sheppard was aftorv.'ards talked to. 
Ho had just been visited by the Coroner, 
and said, too, thut Flesli volunteered pay- 
ment of all expenses. This was when ho 
came forwiivd and said the child was hia, 
and naked that the matter he kept quiet. 

"I told him," aaid the Chief, "that it 
couldn't he done ; and I spoke to him about 
the way he, had acted in leaving 
the child's body uncared for, and 
I told him he should bo ashamed of 
himself for all the trouble and expense he 
had put tho city to. He then vohinteered 
to pay all tho expenses and asked what they 
were, and I told him. llayward whs there 
and heard it all. All I wanted was to save 
the city money, and I thought Flesh should 
pay the bill. I wasn't nt tho inquest on 
Friday, and I didn't know anything about 
the jury refusing to consider tho identity of 
the child proved. I didn't know there was 
any dispute about whom the child belonged 
to. I didn't send Morrison or ask him to 
call Flesh back. I didn't ask him for the 
money, and I didn't touoh it. . Flesh laid it 
on the table, and the coroner pvit it in his 
pocket."

1'lic hulk of the Ceusel N ative 
a^^'ents were of tho opinion that it was 
urgently necesuary to dissolve parliament, 
within a month, as was the case with tho 
Unionist members. Prior to tho council a 
number of tho members had an interview 
with Balfour und impressed upon him the 
nocoasity of settling tho question without 
delay. The most unanimous representutious 
made advised that dissolution either take 
place at the end of June, or he postponed 
until the spring of 1 Si).'!. The tenor of the 
comnuinieationa after the council adjourn- 
ed indicates tho decision of the govern- 
ment to proceed with the Irinh local 
(1 overnincnt hill and the ahandomiieiit of 
its intentions to resort to dissi)hitii)ii. l!al- 
four jiroinises a deliiiite declaration on the 
evoning of tho Whitsuntide adjournment. 
This decistou will enrage the Opposition, 
who, without delay, will resort to every 
device lo obstruct the Government business; 
hut a iiiaj irity of the Unionists will ap- 
]iiovG it, though it will eiribarraBS many. 
If the CoDservatiyo a.ntioipatioa8 of to-night 
be fulfilled, no Gladstone government will 
be possible until the spring of T80:!, and no 
Homo Rule till 189 J, or till Balfour's Local 
Government, having a'olear year to operate, 
must cnmplicato Gladstone's task in creating 
a new Irish administration. 

Reliable authority tells that Go.schcn's 
accoptunce of the invitation to tho interna 
tional moiietaiy conference lias met with 
adverse eommeiit from .some Cabinet mcin- 
l'er.i.

The Secret of a fiallor Who Died In the 
Hyilney HospltHl. 

fCoryrii^bt, 183:', by Ch.irlc3 H. Lewis.] 
"\Vo had couio down to tlio port of Syd- 
.■ney, Australin, from ii tiiuling voyiigu to 
■ 'tho Solomuii iHlimds, iind wuiu biuaK lug 
out cargo, wliou I mot with iui accident 
that sent mo to the hospital. 1 had been 
there four or five days, when a sailornian 
who was in the last stages of conauniptiun 
was admitted. During' llio following 
week lie and I becinie pretty well ac- 
quainted, and 1 learned that lie had spent 
most of his day.-) among the islands to the 
west of Australia, lie had brought with 
ilim to tho hospital as baggaf,'o a bundle 

■ wrapped in an old oilskin coat. So far 
^as any of us could detomine, tlie conconta 
■consisted of aa old auit of clothes, and 
the precautions he took that no ono 
ahould rob liim aeemod very absurd. He 
insisted that the bundle should remain in 
Ilia charge, and ho carried it about with 
Liui by day and u.sed it for a jiillow at 
night. His name was reccjrded as Kobin- 

■ aon Andrews, and his age as lif ty. 

When Andrews was told three or four 
' days after entering tho hospital that ho 
had not long to live ho was very abusive 
of the d'jctovs, declaring that he. had only 
taken a severe cold and would soon bo 
out, and that they wore a lot of incom- 
petents who didn't know what thoy wore 
talking about. However, after a bit ho 
calmed down and seemed to realize that 
his end was near, and ono afLornoon, had 
wo not been interrnptod, ho would have 
unburdened liimsolf of some secret which 
soomed to ho preying on hia niin'd. Bo- 
foro wo came together again ho died. It 
wa.s the rule at that time, and perhaps is 
yet, to sell the ell'oets of a deceased sailor 
at auction aa soon aa he was buried — tliat 
is, of course, if it could not be ascertained 
that ho had friends near at hand. Rob- 
inson had said that he had no friends. 
Tlioro were about a dozen of us in hospi- 
t;il at the time, and there^was consider- 
able nierrinieut over the sale. The bun- 
dle was not oven undone. 

" Gontlenion," said tho steward, wlio 
acted as auctioneer, " liere are \ shirt, 
vest and a pair of trousers which havo 
-sailed the high seas and met with wonder- 
ful adventures. It's a case of utisight 
and unseen. They may bo patched with 
five pound notes or they may be fit to go 
to church in noxt Sunday. How much is 
bid?" 

Ho continued in this strain for ton or 
fifteen niinutea, crying ono bid after an- 
other, and tho bundlu waa finally knock- 
ed down to me for an English sixpence. 
Everybody had a laugh at my expense, 
and 1 handed my " bargain" over to an 
attendant to be laid away until called for. 
Four weeks later, when I left tho hospi- 
tal, I should havo forgotton it but for tho 
good natured ridicule of aouio of my fol- 
low patients. 

The trading schooner of which I was 
mate and owned a half interest in had 
made a short run and returned, and on 
leaving the hospital I went directly 
aboard of her. Captain Hicks would havo 
had me throw tho bundle overboard at 
onco, fearing soino contagious disease, but 
I decided to oxamino it first. There waa, 

tho auctioneer had said, a shirt, vest 
and a pair of trousers, all well worn and 
-of no v.ilue to any one except the ragman. 
'The captain was guying mo about tho 
purchaso, when 1 took a tin tobacco box 
from ono of tho jiockets of the trousers. 
It appeared to be empty, but when I 
sprung up tlio lid 1 found a folded paper 
as large as a sheet of foolscaj). It wasn't 
writing paper, but a 8(iuaro piece cut from 
paper which had been u.sed to wrap up 
goods. It was, as we instantly saw, a 
rudo chart or drawing, and the writing 
below was in pencil and displayed a very 
poor hand. Here is a reproduction : 




" North of Timor Livut about sovonty- 
throi... Enter ni;rth bay. 

" Bring up in line with tlireo tall trees 
on liighoat point, and in five fathoms. 

" Spring of fresh water to left of big 
rock on port bow." 

The articles of clothing were tossed 
aside, and wo at once aat down to care- 
fully study tho chart. The drawing was 
probably meant for an island. We got 
out our chart of the lianda sea, found the 
island of Timor Laut, and then measured 
off seventy-three miles to. the north, 
"This brought us among the thirty islands 
lying oH' tho west coast of Now fiuincfi. 
Wo iiL^ijectod each in turn and compared 
it witli tiie rude drawing, and linally aet- 
tled on tho one called I'opo island as tho 
ono meant by tho drawer of the chart. 
Neither of us had ever lauded there, but 
understood that the island was not in- 
habited. 

Wo satisfied ourselves in a few minutes 
that wo had found tlie i.sland, but aa to 
tho writing we could come to no conclu- 
sioii. The inatruction.4 were to enter the 
north bay and bring up at a certain spot. 
What for ? Tho cxistenco of a spring 
was mentioned, but why ahould wo go 
ashore ? Unless there was aomuthing of 
value on or about tho island, why had it 
boon charted and the chart carried around 
by a sailor ? Why hadn't tho writer filled 
out tho membranda and given some jjoint 
to start from, or was liia referenco to tho 
spring a hint in this directi(jn 1 

Tho captain and I talked the matter 
over and over, but could make it no plain- 
er. It was natural under the circum- 
.staiices tliat our ininda should run to 
buried treasure. Indeed, wo couldn't 
get rid of tho feeling that the sailor who 
had died in tho hospital had jilanted 
noraothing of value on Popo island, and 
that being the case wo decided to havo a 
try for it. What hastened our decision 
wa.i a conver.satioii overheard between 
two aailur.i who hatl boon at the hospital 
imjuiring ab(jiit Andrews and hia eU'ects. 
Thoy knew he had a cliart ot ui island 
• Rud'had l)ecn tiying to get his secret from 
■ , liim bof'jro ho entered the hospital. 
i-VV-".' Finding him dead thoy were trying to 
discover tlie buyer of his old clothes. 
'i'hi'V believ'd in the cxist.uico of n treas- 
lu^^'and a third parly was ready to back 
thoin in a search aa aoon aa tho chart was 
found. We cleared from Sydney for the 
Spice islands, oarryiii;; throe .Malay sea- 
men and a cook, and so far as wo knciv 
no ono had any suspicion of us. It wis 
;i matter of make or break with the cap- 



tain and myself. While we owned tho 
schooner in partnership we had but little 
cash on hand, and hero was a voyage of 
;i,00() miles out and back. It took every 

shilling wo had and run us into debt con- 
aiderably to fit ou', and wo were in bal- 
last at that. We had scarcely left puit 
when both of us wore ready to throw up 
tho whole all'air, and but for tho coining 
of a gale which hurried U3 to the north 
«o might havo put about and returned to 
our legitimate trading. 

I think it was on tho twenty-third day 
out of Sj'dney that wo entered tho b^iy on 
the north side of I'opo island. It is about 
three miles long, and at tlio spot whoro 
we dropped anchor, according to direc- 
tiona, it waa not over GUO feet across. 
We got in about midforcnoon, and tho 
captain and 1 ut onco went ashore. Tho 
Malays wore told that wo were looking 
for what thoy called a " dream stone. " 
They have legends of such 'a' Btone,^^nd 
believe that whoever sleeps with it under 
Ilia |)illow will dream of a way to beccuiio 
very wealthy. On reaching the ahoro wo 
found the spring, but aa wo stood Ijcsiuo 
it we looked at each other and asked what 
should bo the next move. The island 
was tliickly needed, and we soon realized 
that w u had better hunted for a needle 
in a haystack at homo. Tho chart men- 
tioned threo tall trees in a grou)) and tho 
spring. We found tho trees standing 
back a quarter of a mile from the beach, 
with never a mark of any sort on the 
trunks to furnish ua a hint. The spring 
was about 200 feet above high tide, but 
nothing around it furnished the clew we 
wore after. 

For a week after our arrival we had 
every man ashore on tho hunt. Wo 
paced oil' so many paces from the spring 
in every direction and then dug into the 
oartli. AVo dug about the roots of the 
three tall trees, and then at ton, twenty 
and thirty paces. When the tide was 
out we dug up tho beach in a dozen 
places. The island was finally explored 
in every direction, but we had our toil- 
aomo work aa a reward. On the after- 
noon of tho eighth day we gavo it up. 
We did not doubt the existenco of a 
treasure there, but ^^fO wore satisfied that 
wo couldn't lay hands on it. Wo pulled 
oil' to the schooner about 3 o'clock in tho 
afternoon, and had there been any breeze 
wo ahould havo weighed anchor and put 
to Boa at onco. It had fallen dead calm, 
and the day waa a hot ono. 

On getting aboard, tho captain and I 
sat down to luncheon while the Malays 
wont overboard for a bath and a frolic in 
tho water. We heard them shouting and 
splaaliing, but wo wero very glum. We'd 
made a failure of it and wero financially 
buated. Under such circuuistancoa soino 
ono must bo held blamablo. Tho captain 
auddenly began to blame mo for the big- 
gest fool that over lived, and in the course 
of a couple of minutes our conversation 
was a great deal hotter than tho weather. 
We'd been " pards" a long time without 
a word, but wero now on the point of 
walking into each other tooth and too 
nail when a wild yell from the Malays 
called a halt. 

" Nipped by a shark, just as I expect- 
ed I" growled the captain as ho made a 
daah for tho deck. 1 followed, of course, 
and as I reached tho quarter and looked 
over, the four Malays were in tho yawl 
and ono of them was holding up some- 
thing lor the captain's inspection. Wo 
both know what it was before it was pass- 
ed up to us. It was a pearl oyster and a 
monstrous large ono too. 

" Whoro did you Iind it f asked the 
captain. 

"On tho bottom," was tho answer. 
" There is ono great bod of him down 
thorn I" 

Five minutes later wo had half a dozen 
more, and inside of an hour we had Bur- 
vryod the bod and found our treasure — 
thu treasure of Andrews' rudo chart. In 
bringing up in live f.ithoma and on lino 
with tho trees wo had anchored on the 
coutor of tho bed. Why he had mention- 
od the spring wo could not make out, un- 
less it might bo to save time hunting Uir 
it if in want of water. You may havo 
seen something in print in reference to 
" Tho Groat I'opo Island Find,'' as it was 
i<;ilh>d It w!i« not thi: lai-gi^st. punrl oys- 
ter bed ever found among the Western 
i.ilaiuls, but it was by long odds the rich- 
est. No hand had ever disturbed it, and 
the heavieat and largeat sheila ever aeon 
by fiahermon or traders came out of that 
bed. At that depth of water it waa no 
trick at all to bring uj) tho sheila, and tho 
tirst d(j7.eii we opoiiod more than paid all 
the expenses of the trip. 

From an oyster in this bed, which 
weighed eight pounds, was tai;eii what 
was afterward called tho " Blood Pearl." 
It was one of the largest and finest ever 
placed on the market. We^ sold it in 
Sydney to a government ofHcial ; he re- 
aold it' to an Kngliah lord ; his lordship 
was robbed of it in Paris, and thi: lhii;f 
probably lost it, aa it waa never heard of 
again. 

" We remained in tho bay live wuuka be- 
fore exhausting the bed, and when ready 
to weigli anchor we had the schooner 
f.iirly loaded with the mother-of-pearl 
ahcllt'. 1 iloubt if over so small a craft, 
outside of a Spanish galleon of the olilen 
days, ever entered the harbor of Sydney 
with a more valuablo cargo. No craft 
entered the bay while we wero therii, but, 
as was afterward discovorod, wo had only 
left it one day when three schooners, the 
crews of which had somehow got a hint of 
tho treasure, made thoir appearance," to 
Iind that nothing remained for them. 



"TKOT— GALLOP — CHAROK !" 

A regiment, brigade or division of in- 
fantry may charge at a run, but . the 
movement is aa often made a steady step, 

3o llu! alignment can bo maintained 
nearly jieifect. With cavalry it is al- 
ways ■ Trot— galliqi — charge 1" There 
is therefore an excitement about it that 
puts the fear of (b'.ath away. Cavalry in 
waiting may exhibit aigna of nervonencaa, 
and the faces of men will grow pale and 
inid lingers clinch ni'ore tightly, bufc.when 
the advance begins those saiue pale faces 
Ihiali with excitement, and every man 
feels like cheering ami does cheer. 

Jt matters not what you are charging 
against — lines of infantry, a bittery, or 
ma&308 of cavalry — there is no mental 
figuring on the result. You feel yourself 
a part of a living wave which is bound to 
roll on and on and ovorwhelm everything 
before it. This result f''oi-s nut alwaya 
folhjw, but you furu'i'L tliat. A cliaige of 
cavalry has been eoni|)letely chicked by 
two or threo niurderous volleys, but no 
such instance occurs to- your mind as you 



grip your saber and feel your horse strong 
and steady under the saddle. 

AVhat ate tho thoughts of a cavalryman 
as he charges 1 It would be hard for him 
to answer. Ho does not always know 
what ho la riding at. Tho linos may havo 
been facing tlu; west, whoro tho enemy 
waa visible at the edge of a wood or be- 
hind fences a long way off. A dangor 
threatens which oven his olficers with 
their glasses havo not aocii. An aide rides 
up, delivers an order and tho linos wheel 
to tho south and go ruahing away aa if 
tho lato of tho battle depoiided on tho 
few hundred men. The siiioko may float 
about as to obscure the vision, or tho 
hold in that direction may bo perfectly 
clear — it's all the sanio to the riders. Ho 
is listening for the further notes of the 
bugle ; perliaps having some trouble with 
his overexerted horse; looking at tho 
earth immediately in front to guard 
against ditch or log or stump. 

Ho cannot tofl wliotlior ho has gall >])ed 
eighty rods or a full mile. Bullets aro 
whiz'/:ing about liis ears, but there ia no 
ducking and dodging. Tho scream of a 
shell comes to his ears above tho din of 
tho charge, but ho doea not wonder if it 
is in line with him. It may explode to 
the right or left and blot out three or 
four men and horses, but he simply hears 
tho explosion and does not turn hia head 
to aacortain what attended. 

Of a sudden a imiss of cavalry ajiijoars 
before him. Tliey wero iiuietly moving 
around for a charge on tho llauk, and 
this niovoinont is to check them. They 
wero marching by fours, but have wheeled 
into lino, and there io some confusion 
among them. Ho has only observed this 
and heard the shouts of their (jfiicors 
when the shock takes place. After that 
no man can say what really liappoiia. 
Tho horses moot head on. Scores of 
them are knocked down. If you aro in 
tho front rank you may be tumbled out 
of your saddle by a shot from a revolver, 
your horse dropjied under you by a bul- 
let in the brain, in- you may strike your 
eiii'iny and roll him over and over and 
and then go down after him. If y<m aro 
in the rear rank tlie horse ahead may 
atumblo over some obatruction or becoino 
one himself, and it ia nino chances to one 
that you aro unhorsed. 

It ia a molee, a riot, a free fight after 
the collision. The smoko speedly c;b- 
scurea, information is lost and friend 
and foe aro sounding bugle calls at tho 
sanio time. You aro there to strike— to 
wound and to kill. Tho entire mass of 
cavalry seems to bo circling to the right 
or left, it is sometimes so, but you 
would have the same idea of adv,.acing or 
retreating. Vou tiro yt)ur rev(jlver at tho 
half hidden lignrc.-i before you — y(ui may 
lling it at some of them them when it is 
empty. You may be thoroughly up in si;- 
ber exercise, but you will use only tho 
down cut in tho moloe. 

How long has it lasted '/ You havo no 
idea. What has happened 1 The uiioiuy 
has retreated, overpowered and defeated, 
and all at onco you recognize the " rally" 
call of your familiar bugle. Tlio troopers 
rally, horsed or uulKjraed, lines aro re- 
formed in a confused way, and presently 
the smoko thiiia out unlil you can see the 
field over which you have fought. Wound- 
ed men limping and crawling about — • 
horses galloping wild and furious, or dead 
or wounded on the earth — dead men hero 
and there until the number is over a hun- 
dred. 

The lines movo back at a walk toward 
our (U-iginal position. Horses iiro pant- 
ing and men inclined to be lij'sterical. 
Within ten minutes you cannot Iind a 
face which does not show pallor- -a troop- 
er who i.H not trembling. That's a reac- 
tion of a charge into the jaws of death, 
M, Quad.

Likely to be Declared 
Yacaut.

Portland, Oregon, May 2S. — Before the 
-faegiiiDing of the Brigga discuaBion, the Com - 

niittoe on ttieologictil Beminaries reported, 
this morning ; lluit portion referring to 
Uuiou Seniiuwry, with wliich Dr. Hrigg.s 
■\VU8 connec'ed, being as follows : Resolved 
that, nccording to tho compuct of 1870 bc- 
weou the Assembly and the directors of the 
Union Seminary, ' as ■ interpreted by the 
General Assembly, this Assembly cannot 
but regard tho relation of IJr. Brigga in his 
rrofeasorahip aa not only a failure, 
to eomply ivith tho express action of tho 
assembly of 1891, but also aa iv taihire to 
comply with tlio obligations contuined iu 
the aforesaid compaot, aud in tho view of 
thia general assembly tho chair of ISiblical 
Theology in Uuiou Seminary is still de jure 
vaeaut." The reports also rocomuiended : 
"That at the couiuuttee live inombera, re- 
presenting this assembly, shall be iip- 
pointcd by tho moderator, whicli 
shall select five other xieraons, as 
arbitrators, to meet a liUo unmbor 
fielectod by tho directors of Union Soudnary, 
and these ten shall select tivo otlicrs, and 
by the 15 thus oboseu aliuU tho iutcrprc- 
tation of this compact, viz: As to the trans- 
fer of a |rofessor be decided." 
, Ber. James B. Taylor, D.D., of Borne, 
K. Y., presented a minority report favoring 
the position taken by Union Seminary. 
'The consideration of these reports .was 
'made tho order of the day for Monday at 
10 o'clock. 

Dr. l^rigga then resumed ' his argument. 
He took up the objeotiona of the appellants 
seriatimj'a&d contended, logioally, and with 
great clearness of dietion, tnat the appeal 
should not be entertained. He quoted trom 
the record of the New York Presbytery, in 
proof of his statement that the prospecciou 
admitted tliat it would bo proper to disiniss 
the case after ho hjid made his answer, and 
• claimed that they are now debarred 
from objecting to tho decision of 
that Presbytery. Ho denied that the 
action of the Presbytery in dismissing tlie 
charges against him was in his interest, and 
said ho diil not wish to have them disnnsaed ; 
that ho was ready at that time and was pre- 
pared to sustain hia inaugural address, and 
that tho facta since developed showed that 
tho diauiisaal of tho proceediuga was clearly 
iuinuciible to liiui. "I was,' he said, "con- 
tent, brethren, to leave my cause iu the 
hands of God, and lo appeal to the Supreme 
Judge who is exalted abovo all civil aud 
eccleaiaatical tribunala. I was content to 
bear under hia provideuco all tho 
strain that was put upon mo by thij 
unjust actions that have been taUcn hither- 
to, and I am still content to leave in His 
gracioua hauda tho ultimate solution of this 
case, booauso ho is tlio faiiliful Creator. 
He ia the all-wise Provideuco who governs 
all human afl'aira, and his leign ia justice 
and his dominion ia love. \Vhen tho Pres- 
bytery of New York, which has aolo 
original jurisdiction in this case, is reody 
to call me to its bar for trial, I shall 
advance cheerfully to meet my adversaries, 
I ask but one simple thing, that the eharges 
and ripeoiScations ahall be suffioient in form 
and legal in effect. That ia the one objec- 
tion tnut I made on the floor of' the Presby- 
tery and that qne alone. The charges must 
ibe of aiioh a character; they must have such 
-n form and subatance as to make a trial 
I possible that shall be simple, straight- 
-forward and equitable. This defence 
•of the action of my Presbytery's action was 
not desired by me, and is not in niy interest, 
but it was d.jbired by the Presbytery anil 
in the inteie^ta of tho Presbytery, aud, as 
the Prcsliytery clearly supposed, in the 
interest of t Ix; pu ieo and quiet of tho church. 
I submit, tn iliu judgment of the venerable 
Oeueral AsHeiiibly. It is now your province, 
Mr. Moderator and brethren, to take .such 
action aa will be for tho well- 
beiug, aiul for tl)e liouoi; of our beloved 
Church, wliich has had such a noble his- 
tory, M-hich has aucli a great present, and 
which looks forward into such a hopeful 
futuio iu ll]i; .-^crx ;ce of i.od and ot humani- 
ty. I thank you for your kind attention 
«nd regret having been obliged to trouble 
you with such long technical argumcuta.

Rooently I have boon digging a well on 
my estate and the sound of the promntui o 
blast and the wail of tho wido'v ciiu l)o 
heard nil ovoi' the place on a still d;iy. 
Tho word " wx-U" conies fioin the Anylo- 
Saxou K-calhin, ine:ining to gush out. It 
originiilly niemit to linw, or :i n:ituriilly 
llowini,' sin-ing, like tho (ieruKui wcmi 
hruniicii. 1 liiivo one living spring on niy 
place, luul ono tliab has passed on to ,i 
Ijottor 1-uk1, I judge. Some savants wlio 
remained over night with us la.st week 
and sweetened tlu'ir coll'ee iu a reekless 
way, I thought, said that tliero was sul- 
phur in this spring. 

Possibly that is it. Ono of the saviuits 
even went so far as to say that it was liv- 
ing water. Possibly it is in a trance. 




Last week my well diggers ran out of 
explosives, and I had to go out amor.g 
the neighbors to get dynamite and pow 
der for blasting. Well digging in North 
Carolina ia still in its infancy and needs a 
good deal of eiioouraL;eiiient and capital 
My well diggers funusli nothing except 
their clothes. They clothe themselves 
•while digging tho well. I do tho rest, 

I had to borrow dynamite and carry it 
to tlio works in my lap. I also had to 
get eigliteen feet of hoso, as the well dit;- 
ger said lie only had a few left. Hose, 
as well as niolasaes and license, is used in 
the plural number here. We speak 
those hose, those molasses and those 
license. 

This is the first well I have ever du 
. You get a mind reader or water witcli 
first before digging a well. Ho divin 

by means at a ha/.el crotch tho location of 
the vein. Tlien ynu secure a well digger, 
who dcies the actual digijing at so much 
per foot and fnund. Ono man who dug 
a well liere years ago on my farm at three 
dollars per foot and found got down 
eighty feet and then tho well caved in on 
him. His widow has since sued tlio 
owner of tho [jlaco on tlie ground that her 
husband did his part of the contract faith- 
fully, but was nut found according to 
agreemoTit. It involves a very lino legal 
point indeed. 

In selecting n site for a house, 1 lind 
that I have placed it so high that the 
well is going to bo unusually niaaaiv'). 
In order to have the house where it 

■ would easily command a view of Mr. 
Yanderbilt's tennis cjurt, thus giving us 
the benefit of tho game without tlie 
fatigue of playing it, 1 have placed my 
well at such an olovattoii that, w.iter will 
be my moat expensive drink this suimaer. 

My valet, whoso duty it ia to carry the 

■ Tvater, press my trousors and do tlio 
chamberwork at the bam, took ono look 
down tho well yesterday and handed in 
his re.sign.'itiuii. Tlie well wnn opened in 
i\!,-irch, and tlie cornerstonu laid v.-ith 
.suitable ceroinonies and a spoeoli made 
hy Mr. IJeiiew, but tho work has .seemed 
to drag some, owing to tho fact tliat tlic 
Tar lloel woll digger does not own a set 
of tools, neither does he furnish powder, 
caps nor hose. Just as I would seat my- 
self in the library and proceed to work 
on my great posthumous job, to he called 
"Tho Great Dotcotivo fcieries, or tho 
Tedious Task of lns[)ect<ir Byrnes in Un- 
earthing and bringing to .lustico tho Man 
who Struck Billy Patterson," niy farming 
BUperintendont would rush in and, mak- 
ing a low salaam instead of wiping his 
feet, statu that the well sinker was out of 
powder. 

I would then dismiss tlio farming su- 
poriuteiident, telliii'; him to return to his 
duties. 1 call him my farming superiii- 
tondont becnuia it has a more pr(ja[ierous 
air to it. A« a matter of fact, he ;ind liis 
horse Lydia K. Pinkham constitute the 
farm force and sntire pomologioal staff. 
Ho is a good staiF, he and ' I^dia. To- 
gether they aro fanning olovon ncres of 
Venetian red soil tlii» year, and iiiittiiig 
a mokliiig on the lower («lge to keep tli.,' 
potatoes from falling out of tho ground 
and injuring Mr. Yandorbilt's cotton crop 
and pajania plants, which' are growing on 
the farms just below us. 

Next year wo will clear tliroo more 
acres of whito oak, leaving tlio stunipa 
liiushrd oil" artistically with a largo carved 
jiconi or .some .sucli design, so that the 
field will not be .so unsiglitly, na is too 
often tho case with newly cleared land. 
One field will also bo cleared of tulip and 
Bourwood trees, tho stumps, however, to 
bo " cliampercd oil'' like a newel post of 
tho Fifteenth century, and on each ono 
£)£ those chaste stumps a piece of rustic 



china or plain white ware will be sot with 
enough soil in it to sustain geraniums and 
other choice plants, so that instead of a 
miserable and unsightly field covered 
with blaokened.and repulsive stumps we 
will have ' an ornament of some ' kind 
wliorovor tho eyo rests. 

AVlien I bought the farm it was sur- 
rounded by a rough and moat unsightly 
rail fence. I liavo taken theao rails, and 
placing them in groups of three and 
standing them on end to form a sort of 
tripod, have hung therefrom an iron pot, 
giving tlio farm tho appearance of iv gypsy 
camp, as it wore, for here and there all 
over tho place may be seen these tripods 
with a kettle attached to each and a beau- 
tiful hollyhock or nasturtium growing out 
of same at a great rate. 

One reason, 1 think, why boys leave 
tho lanu is that the farm is not made at- 
tractive. It is too prosj'. Boys love art. 
They hivo to soo beautiful colors and siiii- 
plo, artistic decorations.* We moan over 
the fact that year after yearless American 
boys go into agriculture, while our farms 
are gradually falling into the hands of the 
foreigner. 

I believe that 1 have solved tbo great 
i|uestinn. lioys go tn the city, where 
they lind beautiful things and ofibrta to- 
ward art. My boys shall never throw it 
up to iiie in future years that I failed to 
make the farm attractive. 

My only sorrow is that the neighbors 
in Buncombe county nad those who live 
near me at Buck Shoals mislead mo re- 
garding agriculture. Tlioy speak lightly 
of uiy eilbrts at art and misrepresent 
things to mo regarding tho business. 
They do it in a sjiirit of raillery — a sort 
of fence raillery, I presume — but I think 
it is because they do not approve of my 
style of farming and regard it as a sort of 
rejiroof to them for their lack of taste and 
artistic sense. 

iS'ow, for instance, I regard it as a lit tie 
bit uinicigliliorly to take hold of a liter- 
ary iiiaiT and till him up with facts and 
statistics that cannot bo demonstrated. 
I hato to bo fooled with in that way. 
Why should a iiinn whom I have treated 
with tho utmost kindness over since 1 
caino here go to work and tell me that 
here in North Carolina four crops of 
lambs friun the same set of parents was 
and has been tho regular tliint;, while on 
a gooil j'car, wlan the mean averau'c 
rainfall can see its sliadow cjii grouiKlliug 
day, the yield runs up to live and six. 

This sort of thing not only makes me 
feel uiiliaiipy and bitter toward my 
neiglibdis, Init it has fostered a miserable 
.spirit in my breast iind caused niy rela- 
tions with niy domestic auiin.als to be- 
come strained. At first I laid it to tlio 
weather, but liiially 1 began to regard uij' 
sheep with distrust. I felt that they 
were neglecting their duties and taking 
advantage of the fact that I am not an 
experienced farmer. So I consulted Mr. 
Vamlerbilt, wlio lias farmed it six weeks 
longer than 1 have, and who therefore 
kiuufs the ins and outs of tho business 
pretty well. Ho tolls mo that ono crop 
of l.aiiibs per year is all that they get 
hero under the most favorable circum- 
stances, 

Plum Levi also tells me that while 
timothy and clover often yield two and 
three crops, ho never harvests his lambs 
over once a year. 

It hurts tho country to misrejiresent 
t.he.su things to strangers and cajjitalists 
like myself — men who wish to build U]) 
the country and add to its wealth. VVhy 
not ho fair and truthful in the start, and 
thus invite the good, the true and the 
beautiful to come and settle ainuiig us ? 

Last year my plug tobacco was a com- 
plete failure, and an old resident of 
.Siuidy Mush allowed that it w;is because 
I did not plant the plug with tho tin tag 
end downward. I have since learned 
tliat one should not plant the plug at all. 
It will not produce itself e\en if the tin 
tag end be planted downward. Tobacco 
grows from tho seed and ia mado into 



tliem for (piito a spell, and then ho said, 
sort of slow and easy like : 

"That's — hit. Now — if — we — had — 
some — hose — we — could — put — in — a — 
blast." 

" Haven't you got any hose T 1 asked 
in loud, parlianiontary tones. 

"No," he said. "1 — hed — a — few — 
yesterday — but — I — ain't — got — a— ono — 
now." 

So I put in tho following day getting 
hose. Tiiis sort of thing makes iny liter- 
ary work disconnected, and I have al- 
ways wanted my jiosthumous work to be 
my very best. " God bless you," said a 
l.idy friend of mine the other day, 
" es[iceially for your posthumous work." 

1 am having the usual trouble peculiar 
ro domestic animals in the spring. 1 
bought a donkey l.ist year for tho chil- 
dren. This ye,ir u e had him clipped, as 
ho was gutting most too woolly and tho 
hens got to burrowing into his foliage 
and hidijig their nests, so we got a clip- 
pist to clip him. He is about 80 years of 
age and never had his hair cut before. 
We found a good many things which the 
neigbburs had missed. They were in the 
stubble after the clipping had lieeii dmio. 

But he eauLjlit cold, fur we clipped him 
too early. One should ncjt piune a don- 
key in March. It is risky, lie i.s likely 
to get pneumonia. Ever since that I've 
had to cover up this donkey of nights, 
and tivo or three times in the nigtit I 
must go and see if he has kicked tho 
covers olF. He is often fevi^rish at night, 
and his feet are hot and dry. (Jiiee they 
were, anyhow. That was the only time 
1 felt of them. 

I am going into the guinea hens this 
summer. 1 bought eighteen before I 
paused to ask myself what the guinea hen 
is good for. Will any reader of this 
paper who knows what tho guinea lien is 
good for ])lease write me at l''lotchers, N. 
0., stating what if anyt;hing she is good 
for excejit to eat if hard pressed or to 
make a loud luid long continued noise at 
•I o'clock a. ni. / 

Building goes on quietly on my now 
slosh on the French Brook ri^or. I will 
write more about it as wo progress, 
am sorry now that 1 allowed myself to 
bo drawn into this foolish rivalry with 
Mr. ^'andorbilt in tho matter c^f building. 
What 1 sh.juld have done is perfectly 
plain to me now. Instead of atrainiiii 
every nerve to eipial or excel liis resi 
deuce, 1 should have waited till lie com- 
pleted hia liouae and then profited by his 
o.vperienco and avoided his errors.

Ottawa, May 20. — Tho Opposition 
during this week have carried out their 
policy of obstruction to the full bent, and 
last night and this morning the scene in 
the House bafilcd all description. Night 
,ifter night this week, Parliament has 
been in session and little or no progress 
has been made, owing to the inordinate 
length to which the ( )piii)sitiuiiists have 
gone. There comes a time, huwevor, 
when the most iiei'.ceably inclined man 
will turn, and !Mr. l''o.ster, after having 
allowed the Opposition their full length 
of line, determined to assume tho lend 
and to assert tho right of tho Govormneiit 
to control the busine.'is of the House. 
At ten o'cli ck last evening it was pretty 
well uiuler,stoiid all rounil that we were 
iu for an all-niglitsittii-.g. Tho Conser- 
vatives organized for action earh'; batches 
of iiieiiibers were told off, some to hold 
the fort, others to go homo to rest, on 
the stipulation that thoj' were to jmt in 
an apiiearaiice ea rly in the morning for 
the purpose of relieving those who were 
taking night duty. 'The fiood-gatcs of 
talk were fijienod. The Opposition railed 
away at the iniipiity'of tho Oovorinuciit 
for not erecting public buildings in towns 
and villages represented by ( li it uiemhers. 
Very few Ministerialists spoke, but once 
in a while a Minister would rise 
in erder to hurl back the out- 
rageous statements mado by some 
of tlio Oiiiiositioii speakers. At 
four o'clock Sir Richard Cartwright 
deigned to suggest that the House ad- 
journ, but Mr. Foster, placing his finger 
upon certain items in the estimates, said 
that up to that given point they must be 
pa-sed and would be jjassed before an 
adjournuiont took place. Pandomoniuni 
reigned for several huurs, cat-calls, scrap- 
ing of desks, singing.whistling and shout- 
ii.g, were kept up continuously until it 
was an utter impossibility for tho olhcial 
rejiorters to hear what a s])eakcr was say- 
ing, and for once, in ii good many years, 
to-daj's issue of the "Hansard dismisses 
the House proceediii'/s of several hours 
wi h lialf a dozen lines, simply statintr 
that ,a certain member spoke. At nine 
o'clock this morning a luoro tracUvblo dis- 
|)usition was evinced by tho Opposi- 
tionists, tho reniainiiig items, which Mr. 
Foster had stipulated must be passed, 
were adopted and the House adjourned 
at 10 a.m. One may well ask after a 
continuous session of 1!) hours, cni-bono / 
Tho answer is that tho jiolicy of the 
Opposition henceforth being that of ob- 
struction, the Government must assort ita 
rights and will insist ujion a certain 
amount of business bcii g carried on 
every day, otherwise, as the small boys 
in Lower Town phrase it, tho Opposition 
will "get it in tho neck every time." 

The experiences of the week h.avo led 
to the suggestion being mado for the 
adoption of the English sj'ateni of closure, 
under which the (ioverimieiit, when full 
latitude has been permitted in the dis- 
cussion of any question and obstruction 
has set in, "can close the debate at 
any time on motion. If tho obstruction 
cuiitiiuier-: much lunger tho Govornmont 
liiiiy have to seriously consider the advis- 
ability of adopting some such system in 
Canada;

Recently !\rr. Samuel Wilinot, Siiper- 
intondeut of Fish Culture, received a 
small package of young lish about two 
inches lonii;, accompanied by a letter 
from a iirominent British Columbian, 
which St, Hed that tho Indians up Coast 
were destroying thes" fish by the hun- 
dreds of thousand annually, fur food, and 
iskiiig the Deiiartiuent to invcsti^.ate the 
matter. The destructive jinietico coiii- 
plained of was said to be mo.st [ireval 
alonsr tho Coquitlaiii River. Mr. Wilniui 
carefully dissected one of tho Bpecimeiis 
ud pronounced it to be a yoiing "s.^ck- 
ye, " In order to ascertain whether or 
not his diagnosis was correct, jNIr. ^Vil- 
moi, forw.arded .s]iocimens lo Superintend- 
ent Mcl.'onald, of the Fish and Fisheries 
Commission of the United States, who, 
ill turn, referred them to the 
icthyologist of tho department. This 
gentleman, Mr. Burr, has forwarded a 
report to Mr. Wilmot in which ho states 
that the fish are clearly "suckeycs," and 
111 view of the statements that these tlsli 
are beiii!,' slaughtered indi.scriininalely by 
the Indians of 1!, C, urges tlrat the 
Department adojit vigorous stcjis towards 
putting down the practice, as, if allowed 
to euiainue, it wUl have a most serious 
effect ujioii tho run of salmon up the 
Frasiu-. I\Ir. AVilniot tliuruugldy con- 
curs in tills sugL'ostioii and duubtless the 
departmental l)lllecrs in P., C, will be 
called upon ere long to vigorously en- 
force the lisheries l.aw against the red 
men. It is surmised that the p,arent 
E.ilmon go up the Coquithmi and other 
river,s t..' .-^i-awn, tho young fish being 
captured by the Indians on their first 
eihn t to reach the sea.

The report of the Civil Service Oom- 
missiioners, which was iireseiited to Par- 
liament this week, .shews tli.at the gentle- 
men who were selected by lbs Kxculleiiey 
to eni|uire into tbe Workings of the In- 
side Service, have perfoniied their work 
well. As I wired you the other evening, 
there aro two important suggestions in 
tho report, one' for the creation of a por- 
niancnt Civil Service Commission, the 
duty of ivhicli would bu to manage every- 
thing in connection with tho sorvioo be- 
yond what would come iiuroly within tho 
scope of departiiioiital routino, and, 



petition. Apart from these two sugges- 
tions there aro a number of valuable ones 
wkieli deserve more than passing notice. 
For instance, tho Conimissionois recom- 
mend that sujiplies for difl'oront branches 
of tho public service, for the Indians, for 
the penitentiaries and for the permanent 
militia corps, should be purchased at ono 
central jioint from largo whole- 
sale houses and distributed to tho 
several different points from ono 
central depot, instead of these supidies 
being obtained locally and at retail rates. 
Undoubtedly a great saving would be 
cllected in this way except where distance 
would militate against the schemo. For 
instance, supposing sugar, tea, jiepper, 
rice, salt, currants, raisins, coffee and 
other supplies of like character for the 
men of "C" B.ttery, fur the Indians of 
British Columbia, or for the Westminster 
penetentiary, were sent from a central 
depot, say at Kingston, tho cost of fr-jight 
in transporting the goods would bring the 
price of tho articles laid down in B.C. at 
a much higher rate than they could be 
purchased in the Pacilic province. For 
this reason, therefore, the schemo wiaild 
not work well in its applica iun to Brit- 
i.di Columbia, But in Ontario ,ind <Jue- 
bec, where there are five or si.x different 
military establishments and two peniten- 
t iaries, a L^'reat s.iviiig could be ell'cctcd. 
Some [leople may be hiclincd to think 
that the t'oinmissioDcrs havegoiio out of 
their sjdiere in certain of tho suggestions 
the}' make, but tho fact to which they 
call atteiuion that several militia pen- 
sioners aro over one hundred j-ears of age 
and would be a fitting subject of enquiry 
for the department to institute an ex- 
amination as to whether or not some uf 
these veterans of 1812 aro still in the 
land of the living, is deserving of note. 
A valuable suggestion is mado in the 
matter of the Roy.il Jlilitary College, 
that tho SlUO recently added to the an- 
nual fees payable by the cadets, should 
1,10 abidislii d ill order to throw open the 
advantages of the ins' itution to a wider 
range of students throughout Canada as 
the same jirofessional staff could attend 
equally as well to 100 as to 00 students. 
The Royal Military College is one of the 
institutions maintained by tho people of 
Canada, and it is but reasonable that 
every facility should he given to sons of 
|)oor men as well ,as to those of rich men, 
to attend that institution. 

With respect to tho North West Moun- 
ted Police the Commissioners suggest 
that a system of resex've, similar to the 
Naval reserve in the mother 'country, 
might bo established in tho territories, 
consisting of [)aid-ofl' members of the 
force to bo called out for annual drill and 
patrol purposes during tho year, and to be 
available for duty when called upon. If 
this wore done, the country would always 
have.available the nucloua of an effective 
force for the purpose of assisting the 
Mo,unted Police when emergencies arise. 
The Conmiissionors also ni.ake imiiortaiit 
suggestions m reference to other branches 
of the public service but those mentioned 
will give your readers an idea of the 
thorough manner in which thoy have per- 
formed their duties. ' 

IS MEMORY OP SIR JOHN. 

The petition presented to the Govern- 
nieiit the other day, signed by all the 
Conservative members of the House, in 
favor of a Parliamentary appropriation 
for tho Durposo of erecting a statuo on 
Parliament Hill in thia city to tho mem- 
ory of .Sir .John Jlacdoiudd is not with- 
cmt precedent. \'isitora to Ottawa are 
well aware that seven or eight years ago 
a sum of money was set aside, for the 
pur])ose of erecting a monument in hon- 
or of Sir George E. Cartier, and I well 
remember the cold winter's day when 
the statuo was unveiled. It may bo that 
Conservatives have been a little hasty in 
asking the GoverHUient to take action iu 
the direction indicated with reference to 
a statue to Sir .John Jbiedoiialil, as poli- 
tical bitterness and rancour are evidently 
so keen that it is said the tirita will be 
ungracious enough to ojipose the grant. 
Rather than subject Sir John's memory 
to such an indignity as would be involved 
in a bitter wrangle in tho House of Cbin- 
inons, tho Montreal (lazette suggests that 
it would be better not to preb,s the pro- 
posal at all. It has been iiro])osed, how- 
ever, that at the .same time a Tute is be- 
ing taken fur the statue of the lale i're- 
mier. coupled with it there should be 
an amount for a similar monument to the 
memory of Honorable Alexander Llae- 
keiizie and it is thought that if this pro- 
pos,al be carried out the approjiriatioii 
would bo passed without demur. Cer- 
tainly no Consurvative will object to the 
one Liberal Proiiiier of Canada being 
honored in t'lis way.

plished. 

A Few Figures that will Prove- 
to be Interest- - 
ing. 



Ottawa, .^L^y In hia Census Bulletin. 
No. 9, Conmiiasioner Johnsonj among other 
thin.;8, says: For the compilation of the 

population statistics of Canada, as collected 
in the Census uf 1S!)1 , electricd uiacliinea 
have been used. Every person registered. 
by tho enumoraters has a curd upon which 
is stamped a numbor oorrespondiug to his 
or her nimiber in the enumerator's sohedule., 
Thia is fur the purpoao of identificaticn. A 
scries uf punched holes at the left end of 
the c;u'd indicates the I'roviuce, the dis- 
trict and the sub-districta to which the 
])erson belonged on the Gth of April, 1801.' 
A second series of punched holes scattered 
over tho card indicates the sex, ago, occu- 
pitiou, religion, place of birth, educational 
status (whether the person can read and 
write) and physical iulirinities (whether 
deaf, dumb, blind or insane). ' A record is 
tiuia traiiaferred from tho enumerator's 
schedules to the cards of all tho 25 ques- 
tions asked in Schedule No. 1. 

These cards are tliea passed through tho 
electrical tabulator, which, by ingenious 
contrivances, records the answers on a imm- 
ber of dials. For instance, in dealing with 
religions, tho tabulator is so adjusted ns to 
separate the 4,800,000 cards by subdivisious 
of electoral distripts into tho twenty-live 
difierent religions which aro recognized as 
of auflieiont importance, from tho number 
of adherents, to be tabulated. Each time 
the circuit-closing device is brought down 
upon the card tho hand of one oE tho dials 
moves and a bell rings to tell the operator 
tliiit the religion has been registered. 

In many cases several facts may thus be 
recorded binniltaneously. Thus, the second 
" run " ineluiles the registration of tliese 
facts : 1st, whether the card is that of a 
Frencli spcakiiu; or an JOiiglisli-speaking Cu- 
luuliun ; lind, the age ; the sex ; whether 
married, widowed or single ; .'lid, tho place 
of birth of tlio individual, whether in ono 
of the provinces of Canada, in ono of the 
sub-divisions of the United Kingdom, or in 
eome foreign country. Tlic same movement 
of the circuit-closing device which registers 
on tlie uiids these facts also lifts for eacn 
card one ot a number of lids iu a livix at- 
taclied to tliu inatrunient, thus indicating 
tho receptacle for tliat card so as to separ- 
ate all the cards according to ages, tho chil- 
dreu's cards being separated for each year 
up to 5, and the others by five-year periods. 

One of the advantages of this system is 
the accuracy with wliich the statistics are 
compiled. Tho instrument is not htzy. It 
is not made lieedleas by tho state of the at- 
mosphere in the room. It is not, dishonest. 
It will not register a Prosbytorion as a 
Roman Catholic, aor an Armenian as a. 
Calvinist, from any of these causes. It is 
absolutely impartial. As each individual 
has a card, the tabulation beoouies a check 
upon the counting of. the population, and 
this euables us to rectify errors in tho pre- 
vious count, and to eliminate d ujilicatioiis 
which may have escaped llie notice uf tlioso 
who mado tho pieliminary count of ttie peo- 
ple. Tho first "run" il-.roiigli the electoral 
tabulator was accomplished in about 40- 
days, the operatora beating the records of 
other countries for the uveraijo d.ty's work 
on tho same machine. It; inclu.l.'jd tlie re- 
ligious beliefs of the people of Canadii.
